SAO 
PAULO,

(AP)—Police in the coastal 
town of Ubatuba today 
caught 16 of 400 convicts who 
escaped Friday from Anchieta 
Island prison after setting 
fires and killing 15 guards 
and civilian employes. 


The heavily-armed convicts had 


landed near Ubatuba. Police Chief 
Dangler Gulmaraes said his men 
ran into a group of the convicts 
and killed one and Injured another 
in a running gun battle before they 
arrested the 16. 


Guimaraes said police and troops 


rushed to Anchieta today to re- 
store order and found the bodies 
of the guards and employes in the 
prison compound, and some build- 
ings partly burned. 


Troops, air force planes and 


boats rushed to this area after the 
bloody break-away by some of 
Brazil's most desperate criminals. 


According to reports of the es- 


cape, the prisoners overpowered 
their guards, seized their weapons, 
and pushed off for the mainland 
in stolen boats. They landed near 
Ubatuba, Sao Vicente and Cara- 
guatuba, about 160 miles from this 
southern Brazilian state capital.

is the time to think about installing 
insulation in homes without it. The 
best time-to insulate a house, of 
couise. is. during construction. The 
job can be done more thoroughly 
then at no extra cost tluough use 
of structural insulating materials 
such as insulating board sheathing 
and lath for sidewalls, too'fs and 
ceilings. 


An existing house, however, can 


be made considerably cooler in 
summer by insulating the attic 
alone. This can be done economi- 
cally by applying insulating build- 
ing board to the underside of the 
roof rafters. Building experts point 
out that two-thirds of the heat 
entering a house in hot weather, 
comes thiough the roof. Insulating 
board, with its millions of tiny air 
spaces acting as a barrier to heat 
passage, retards 
this 
entrance 


greatly, thus keeping the home 
appreciably cooler.

Cost of Living Index Sometimes 


•/' 
Doesn't Give Complete Picture 


The government's cost of living index is bumping against 


the ceiling again—while newspapers are^ftill of ads offering 
many items of food, clothing, furniture, "appliances at prices 
well below their post-Korea peaks. Living is definitely easier 
for many persons—especially the energetic shopper with an 
eye for bargains. 
,/» 
But Washington statisticians figure that rent increases 


some places and the rise in the price of some foods, fruits, 
vegetables, potatoes, bread, means that the cost of living— 
as May 15—for "the average city workingman's family of 
four persons" was just under the record high it hit in Jan- 
uary—and 89 per cent higher than it was in 1935 to 1939. 


It costs such a family about $3,500 a year now to have 


the necessities and near-necessities, as set by America's ever- 
changing spending habits. 


The index, prepared by the Bureau of Labor Statistics— 


which prefers the less controversial name. 
"Consumers' 


Price Index"—covers 225 goods and services, services having 
recently added about 30 that have come into general usage 
since the war—such as frozen foods and home permanent' 


The bureau admits that no index can mirror accurately 


all families' spending habits.

A frugal housewife, for example, doesn't buy potatoes 


when they go skyhigh in some real or supposed shortage. But 
the index goes right on including the price of potatoes. The 
food component of the index advanced between April 15 and 
May 15, but is not back to its January peak. Some foods ad- 
vanced, but others declined. 


Food price changes in recent weeks have been largely 


seasonal—and therefore expected by the housewife. Some 
foods ar always higher at this time of year. Most foods are 
below ceiling prices. ,

Rent has kept rising at a slow steady pace since mid- 


1947 for the nation as a whole. The rise represents decontrol 
.'in some places, and the. building of newer, more expensive 
[homes and housing developments—and also the moving into

The cost of services included in the index have been ris- 


ing, too—hospital rates, auto repairs, haircuts, transporta- 
tion, beauty treatments—adding to the difficulty of making 
both ends meet. 


Against this are the breaks the family is getting. Apparel 


prices hit their peak in the index last September and have 
fallen steadily since—shoes, dresses, lower-priced shirts 
dropped in May. Some clothing and shoe manufacturers 
have promised still lower prices next fall.

The government of India will spend $2 for every $1

This is the plan worked out by Ameri- 
can Ambmassador Chester Bowles, now back in Washing- 
ton for consultations with Congress and the State Depart- 
ment. 


Fifty-five areas, covering some 11 million people in 


16,500 villages, have been selected to receive this aid. 
Thirty centers are being opened to train the 6,800 native 
Indians who will direct the work. In addition, 200 Indian 
administrators will be trained in the U. S. 
, 
A pilot operation at Etawah, India, under the now 


famed Horace Holmes, has already enabled some 79,006 
people in 102 villages to increase their food production 
46 per cent. 


By the end of the four-year program for U. S. Point 


Four aid, it is hoped to increase production in each 
area covered by 35 to 50 per cent. The first year's pro- 
gram will reach only about three per cent of India's 320 
million people. 


Eighty new areas would be covered next year. 140 


more in the third year, and a total of 600 by the end of 
1956, 
if the U. S. Congress approves the Bowles plan. By 


the end of this Indian five-year plan, some 120 million 
people, or over a third of the population, would 
be reached. 


Ambassador Bowles has estimated the U. S. cost at 


$250 million a year for the next four years, for a billion- 
dollar total. About half of this som would go for techni- 
cal services and equipment, the other half for purchase 
of wheat and cotton. 


Congress has so far been extremely cold to the 


Bowles proposals. He is trying to sell it as the best way 
to avoid a repetition of the anti-Communist failure in 
China.

Good Diet Important Part 


Of Preserving Child's Teeth 


BY EDWIX P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Not being a dentist, the writer 


of this column has said little about 
the care of the teeth. But the scope 
of the problem is enormous. 


It is said that more than 22 mil- 


lion newly-decayed teeth develop 
each year among the 38 million 
children between 6 and 18 years 
of age in the United States. It is 
also claimed that 15 out of 100 
grownups have artificial teeth, and 
another 20 out of the 100 should 
have them. 


Everyone can help to reduce 


I tooth decay. One measure which 
j is particularly important for chil- 
j dren is the maintenance of a good 
! diet, 
which 
contains 
adequate 


amounts of milk and milk prod- 
ucts, fruits, 
vegetables, cereals, 


eggs, lean meat, poultry, fish and 
whole grain bread. 


In fact, anything which aids the 


body to keep in good health, in- 
cluding diet, also apparently helps 
to prevent tooth decay. 


Mouth cleanliness is one of the 


most important measures. Food 
particles readily lodge 
in 
the 


teeth, where they decay rapidly, 
and in doing so injure tho hard 
surfaces of the teeth. 


The most desirable practice Is 


to brush the teeth after each meal, 
but if this oan't be done, rinsing 
the mouth carefully would help 
some. 


Those grownups who do not »1 


ready know it, should be instructed 
!>y their dentists as to just how 
;heir teeth should be brushed, and 
children should receive the same 
Instruction as early in life as pos- 
sible. 


In some cases, too, dental floss 


can be used between the teeth to 
clean out food particles, but in- 
struction in this, too, is desirable 
in order to avoid 
injuring the 


gums. 


There is a good deal of evidence 


that sweets haim the hard tissue 
or enamel of the teeth. For this 
reason candy and other sweets 
should be taken in moderation and 
the mouth always washed or rinsed 


nnieui&ieiy afterwards. 
It perhaps seems unnecessary to 


add that both children and adults 


• 


should be taken regularly to the 
dentist, who can identify small 
cavities or difficulties early and 
:orrect them promptly. 


SAVE DENTAL WORK LATER 


If -this were done more com 


monly, it would save many from 
more extensive dental work later 
n life and save many teeth which 
may later have to be removed 
entirely. 


All this indicates that healthy 


teeth are the responsibility of the 
individual, and even if the addi- 
tion of fluond.es to the public water 
supply proves, as successful in pre- 
venting dental decay as many peo- 
ple hope and think, each person 
still has the responsibility of doing 
the best he or she can to preserve 
healthy teeth.

Homemakers

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One of our-recent lessons in Home Bureau has been on refreshing 


summer drinks. Leaders have demonstrated several. In Nelson unit 
we were served "Lime Cooler" by Mrs. Evelyn Hollenbeck. It's just 
the kind of drink that would be appreciated by the family or guests. 


I 
It is two cups sugar, four cups water, one tablespoon grated lime 


peel, % cup lime juice, few drops of green food coloring, .and 8 7-oz. 
bottles of lime carbonated beverage. 


Combine sugar and water; heat to boiling point and cook over low 


heat and add lime juice and green coloring. 
Pour into refrigerator 


tray and freeze firm. Turn frozen 
mixture into chilled bowl, break in- 
to chunks and beat with a beater 


' until smooth. 
Return quickly to 


cold tray and fieeze firm again. 
Fill eight tall glasses with this 


i» lime ice mixture and add bever- 


ages or serve in a punch bowl. 
Serves about eight. 


A quick punch can be served by 


scooping one quart of lime sherbet 
or other desired 
flavor 
into a 


punch bowl. Add twelve 7-oz. bot- 
tles of lemon-lime carbonated bev- 
erage, pouring slowly down the 
side of the bowl. Ladle out into 
punch cups or glasses. Makes 12- 
15 8 ounce glasses.

Good Iced Tea 


Start tea with freshly drawn cold 


water. Practice measuring the 
tea and the water and yon are al- 
ways sure of getting the same good 
results. 
Be sure to use a teapot 


that is sparkling clean 
and it 


should be used only for tea. Heat 
water to a full rolling boil before 
combining it with tea leaves or a 
tea bag. 


It takes four tablespoons of tea 


* to make eight glasses of iced tea 


or you could use 12 tea bags. 
Three cups of vigorously boiling 
water 
should be used. Let the 


mixture stand five minutes with 
cover on. 
Stir briefly and then 


pour brew off the tea leaves im 
mediately. 


Add three cups of cold water to 


the hot tea. This can stand at 
room temperature until ready to 
serve. Pour this mixture into tall 


• ice-filled glasses and 
pass with 
* lemon "wedges and sugar. 


Always allow for weakening of 


the beverage by melting ice. If 
a strong brew of tea 
becomes 


cloudy it can often be cleared by 
adding a small amount of boiling 
water. 


In making tea one should never 


boil it. It is best also to fill the 
teapot to its full capacity. If you 
are making small amounts use a 


& small teapot. 
* 
Freezing Cherries? 


The Montmorcncy cherry Is a 


fine one for freezing. The time is 
arriving when this fruit is in its 
prime for freezing, too! 


Wash cherries thoroughly and 


quickly. Remove from water and 
place on absorbent toweling. Chill- 
ing for a time in the refrigerator 
firms the fruit and-makes pit re- 
moval easier. 


A salad fork, three-pronged steel 


% kitchen fork or the round end of a 


clean bobby pin is good for pitting. 
Avoid squeezing the pit out as it 
bruises the" fruit too much. 


The cherry can be picked up 


with left hand, with the fork in the 
right hand gently press it into the 
stem end and lift out the pit. 


Work with about one quart of 


cherries at a time, since juice ac- 
cumulates. Add one part sugar to 
three or four parts of cherries. 


ft Package in 
moisture-proof con- 


tainers and freeze immediately. 


If you plan to serve cherries un- 


cooked, a sirup pack is a belter 
one to use. Sugared cherries are 
fine for pies and 
other cooked 


products. 
A 60% sugar sirup is 


used. This is one cup sugar to one 
cup water. Be sure to allow head- 
space in the containers. , 


Early peas will soon be ready 


for freezing. For tops in flavor, 


«Jt texture, and color, freeze them as 


soon as you can after harvesting. 
'Delay destroys much of their fine 
quality. 


Select peas for freezing that are 


tender and just right for eating. 
Freezing never improves quality. 
Top quality peas are the only ones 
worthy of the time, energy, and 
money required to preserve them. 


Wash and sort peas after hull- 


ing. Discard any that arc not up 
9 to standard. 


Then blanch the peas so they 


may have more flavor, color, and 
food value. Peas are blanched for 
one minute. U.se about one pound 
of peas to three quarts of boiling 


. water. Use a wire basket, sieve 


or cheesecloth to hold the peas. 
The time is counted from the mo- 
ment the peas are put into the 
water.

All of these requests boil down 


:o. the same thing. My correspond- 
>nts want to know the rules of 


A Jie Canasta -game that is played 


A-ith (our packs of cards. 


I must begin by saying that 


Jiere are no official rules for this 
jame. My friends in South Ameri- 
:a have sent me nine or 10 differ- 
jnt sets of rules, and.I am assured 
Jiat if I wrote to a thousand peo- 
ple I'd probably get close to a 
ihousand different versions. 


Nevertheless there is a basic 


;ame on which most of them seem 
9 to agree. Canasta enthusiasts in 


this country will have no trouble 
working out the main principle of 
the game, and then they can pro- 
ceed to improvise their own minor 
rules in any way that pleases them. 


To begin with, you need four 


ordinary decks of cards with four 
Jokers—a total of 212 cards. This 
is quite a handful to shuffle, but 
if your hands aren't big enough 


' ^ you can get some of the other 
9 players to shuffle portions of the 


deck; or you can use one of the 
shuffling devices that every gadget- 
loving card player seems to have 
around. 


Each player is dealt 11 cards, as 


In the normal game. Most other 
basic rules are the same as in or- 
dinary Canasta. 


An important difference is that 


you are allowed to meld three or 
^ more wild cards as a meld all by 
• themselves (without natural cards). 


If such a meld contains seven (or 
more) wild cards without any na- 
tural cards, it is a canasta of wild 
cards, worth 2,000 points. 


As in Samba, a sequence may 


be melded. A sequence (all cards 
of the same suit, in ranking or- 
der) of seven cards is called a 
sequence canasta, and is worth 
2,000 points. You may add cards 
^ to a sequence canasta: and if you 
*• finally get it up to 11 cards in 


length (ace down to the four), the 
bonus is 3,000 instead of only 2,000 
points. 


The ordinary mixed canasta is 


worth the normal 300 points; and 


, 
the ordinary natural canasta is 
worth the normal 500 points. Nat- 
ural canastas are much easier to

WASHINGTON -(AP)- The 20- 


day nation-wide steel strike show- 
ed signs today of just rolling1 along 
despite administration statements 
that the nation could not afford 
even a one-day stop in production. 


Congress 
fumed at 
President 


Truman's failure to use the 80-day, 
Taft-Hartley Labor Law. But nei- 
ther Truman nor his top labor lieu- 
tenants showed immediate inclina- 
tion to use the law. 


Top officials .of the vast steel in- 


dustry, which normally turns out 
nine million tons of the vital de- 
fense metal each month, were re- 
portedly in New York along with 
some key policy makers of the CIO 
Steelworkem Union. 


There were reports the steel in- 


dustry officials met under hush- 
hush conditions—a situation which 
in the past has been a prelude to 
talks with the union. 


However, it was reliably learned 


that an 'effort was made Friday 
to resume direct industry-union ne- 
gotiations—and that it failed. 


Striking steelworkers and the in- 


dustry set up plans in Pittsburgh 
Friday to start finished steel vital 
to the defense program moving out 
of warehouses and plants by Mon- 
day. 


Ammunition, which had been a 


short-supply item until only a few 
months ago, was now feeling a new 
pinch from the scarcity of steel. 


The strike was costing around" 


250.000 tons of steel every day. 


The General Electric Company 


announced Friday it is beginning 
to lay off men in 123 plants across 
the country. The plants give jobs 
to about 210,000 workers.
